In a scandal that has rocked the palace, 
Kate Middleton cuts ties with a longtime pal 
amid rumors she cheated with Prince William 
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he curious story seemed 
lo pop up out of nowhere. 
In late March, the U.K/s 
Sun newspaper published 
a st ory alleg ing that Kate Middle - 
ton had a falling-out with her best 
friend and Norfolk, England, neigh¬ 
bor Rose Hanbury — who with her 
husband, David Rocksavage, is part 
of Prince William and Kate’s insu¬ 
lar community of wealthy landown¬ 
ers dubbed the “Turnip Toffs”— and 
had phased the pair out of her life. 
Then came another report, this 
time claiming that both couples 
were extremely upset about the first 
Story that was, on the surface, about 
nothing more than a soured friend¬ 
ship. “The royals rarely let the press 
ruffle them, and much worse stories 
have been written about them," ex¬ 
plains the insider. “So many royal 
watchers have speculated that their 
reaction means something is up." 

And it’s really bad, according to 
speculation in posh circles. "There 
are rumors that William had an 


affair and could have cheated on 
Kate while she was pregnant,” a 
palace insider tells In Touch, ex¬ 
plaining that whispers started over 
a year ago, before Kate gave birth 
to Prince Louis in April 2018. And 
when Kate heard them last fall, says 
another royals source, she imme-

diately cut ties with Rose. “It's not

surprising the rumors about Wil¬ 
liam and Rose finally leaked to the 

mat 

public - something as big as this 
can t he kept a secret forever,” says 
the insider, adding that the whole 
ordeal “is Kate’s worst nightmare;’ 

RURAL RIVALRY 

Kate was humiliated when she 
heard the rumors, sources tell 
In Touch , “Kate was told William 
has carried a torch for Rose 
for years — he’s raised eye¬ 
brow’s with his com¬ 
ments about her 
grace and beauty 
and even con¬ 
fided to pals 


she was the one that got away,’” the 
source says of the former model, 
who has known William all her life 
— the 35-year-old Marchioness of 
Cholmondeley and her 23-years- 
older husband. David, the Marquess 
of Cholmondeley, were even guests 
at William and Kate's 2011 wedding, 
'Kate immediately confronted him, 
demanding to know r the truth about 
his relationship with Rose, but he 
just laughed it off. saying there was 
nothing to it.” 

Still, the duchess, 37, insisted they 
stop socializing with the couple, 
who have three kids and live less

ROYAL PRESSURE

a boys-only ski trip in 
Switzerland, where he was 
seen partying and putting his 
hands on a mystery brunette. 


Kate has been reportedly driven 
to tears over tensions with her 
new sister-in-law, Meghan Markle 
"The two of them are complete 
opposites," says a source. 
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than four miles 
down the road 
from their coun- 
try estate, Anmer 
Hall. 

the friendship in 
an entirely differ¬ 
ent 1 iglit now,” says 
the source. 

Her trust in Wil¬ 
liam, 36, has also 
wavered. “She’s 
suspicious when 
she thinks about 
him flirting with 
Rose/’ says the source, ‘'and envi¬ 
ous.” Kate, a commoner, feels espe¬ 
cially threatened because of Rose’s 
posh background, notes the insid¬ 
er: Her grandmother. Lady Eliza¬ 
beth Longman, was a bridesmaid 
in Queen Elizabeth II’s wedding, 
(The insider points out that Kate 
also banned her husband from see¬ 
ing another blue-blooded old friend, 
Isabella Calthorpe, who’s now' wed 
to Sam Branson, after hearing that 
William once had a crush on her.) 
And Kale remembers all too well 
how William reportedly rebounded 
with other women du ring their brief 
split in 2007, adds the source: "She 
feels she’s being taken for a fool.” 

THE QUEEN'S FURY 

Queen Elizabeth is also "livid” 
about the reports, says the insider, 
noting that the palace is said to he 
working behind the scenes to mini¬ 
mize the fallout. “The queen, as well 
as other members of the royal fam¬ 
ily, arc making a desperate attempt 
to quash rumors to avoid another 
Charles and Camilla-type scandal 
hitting the headlines,” explains the 
insider, William's father, Prince 
Charles, 70, famously admitted to 
cheating on William and Harry's 
beloved mother, the late Princess 
Diana, with onetime-girlfriend and 
now-wife Camilla Parker Bowles, 
71, just a few years aft er his and Di¬ 
ana’s 1981 wedding (Di also admit¬ 
ted she stepped out on the marriage 
after learning Charles had). “It’s 


no secret that the public 
turned against Charles 
when news broke that he 
was having an affair, so it 
doesn’t take a genius to 
figure out that William 
could attract the same 
kind of negative publici¬ 
ty” adds the insider. “It’s 
not a good look for the 
future king to be seen as 
a cheater." 

Still, the infidelity 
scandal took many by 
surprise, especially be¬ 
cause William waited so long to 
marry Kate in the first place (see 
sidebar). “They come across as 
the perfect couple who can do no 
wrong,” says the insider. "But the 
reality is, most couples have their 
issues, and William and Kate are 
no different. The queen treats the 
duchess as her own granddaugh¬ 
ter and absolutely adores her. She 
would side with Kate for sure." 

So would Prince Harry, 34. "if 
llarrv believed his brother had an 

k.' 

affair, he'd be very upset,” says the 
insider. "Harry would never cheat 
on Meghan [Markle, his wifel and 
has learned from his parents' mis¬ 
takes." But as the future king, adds 
the insider, William "has never had 
the same amount of freedom as 
Harry. It’s quite possible that after 
years of being kept on a tight leash, 
William wanted some freedom. ” 

MOVING FORWARD 

That doesn’t mean he’d ever leave 
Kate, insists the insider. “And 
there’s no way Kate would divorce 
William over the scandal. If it 
comes down to it. she’d even have 
another baby to save the marriage,” 
says the insider, adding that Wil¬ 
liam very much loves her and their 
kids, Prince George, 5, Princess 
Charlotte, 3, and Louis. But he now- 
knows he has to work a lot harder on 
their relationship. “The scandal has 
rocked the palace and their mar¬ 
riage,” says the insider. “Kate won’t 
get over this so quickly.” ■

HER STYLE 

Trying to catch her husband's 
eye? From a mint Missoni 
dress in Belfast, Northern 
Ireland, on Feb. 27 to a Gucci 
blouse with trousers in 
London on March 12, fashion 
watchers have noticed that 
Kate's fashion has been on fire 
in recent weeks. Kate's 
reportedly working with a new 
stylist, Virginia "Ginnie" 
Chadwyck-Healey - a longtime

nity leave. "Kate is upping her 
style game,” says an insider. 
"She wants everyone to see 
how lucky William is to have 
such a glamorous wife."

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N early four years have passed 

since Justin Bieber released an 
album, and Beliebers are getting 
antsy. But when the “What Do 
You Mean?” singer took to Instagram on 
March 25, he revealed that his next project 
would be, well, himself. “I am now very fo¬ 
cused on repairing some of the deep-rooted 
issues that I have as most of us have, so that I 
don’t fall apart, so that I can sustain my mar¬ 
riage and be the father I want to be,” he wrote. 
“Music is very important to me but nothing 
comes before my family and my health.” 

His loved ones agree. For the past year, 
the former teen sensation, 25, has exhibited 
a string of erratic behavior, and now his In¬ 
stagram vow to not “fall apart” has his in¬ 
ner circle on edge. “Justin’s crying out for 
help,” says a Justin insider. “That’s not a bad 
thing, but he still has a lot of people worried.” 


Among them: his new wife, model Hailey 
Baldwin, 22; mom Pattie Mallette, 44; and 
manager Scooter Braun, 37. They’ve made 
sure he’s in “intense therapy,” says a second 
Justin source. “He’s seeing his therapist al¬ 
most daily as he attempts to overcome his 
inner demons.” 

CONSTANT STRUGGLE 

He hasn’t been able to hide those demons 
lately. The pop star was spotted shirtless 
and looking disoriented while out shopping 
in NYC last August, has been seen crying in 
public on several occasions, and recently ap¬ 
peared to have a tense argument with Hailey 
in Central Park on March 30. “I’m the emo¬ 
tionally unstable one,” Justin has admitted, 
revealing he struggled with depression while 
on tour and previously used Xanax to cope. 

But now that he’s taking a break, “he’s in

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his head 24/7 — and that’s not good for him, 
either,” says the insider. “Hailey, his mom 
and dad [Jeremy] and Scooter are so happy 
that he’s open to getting help. At least he 
recognized the red flags.” 

One of those is his ex Selena Gomez. On 
March 26, he lashed out at fans who sug¬ 
gested he wed Hailey to spite the “Back to 
You” singer, calling them “immature, sick 
people” and noting that while Selena, 26, 
“will always hold a place in my heart, Hai¬ 
ley is my bride, period.”

AFTER THE 
STORM 


O n Game of Thrones, she 

plays hardened survi¬ 
vor Daenerys Targary- 
en — aka the Mother of 
Dragons — but it turns out Emilia 
Clarke is even tougher. “Just 
when all my dreams seemed to 
have come true, I nearly lost my 
mind and then my life,” she writes 
in a new New Yorker essay, reveal¬ 
ing she suffered two aneurysms. 
“I’ve cheated death twice.” 

Fresh off of filming the first 
season of the HBO hit in 2011, 
Emilia collapsed from “shoot¬ 
ing pain” in her head at a Lon¬ 
don gym. “I knew...my brain was 
damaged,” she writes. When she 
woke from emergency surgery, 
she couldn’t remember her name. 
“In my worst moments,” she ad¬ 
mits, “I wanted to pull the plug.” 

Instead, she fought hard. 
Upon regaining her speech (and 


sipping morphine for pain), she 
filmed GoT’s Season 2. Still, “Ev¬ 
ery minute of every day I thought 
I was going to die,” she writes, 
because a second aneurysm had 
been detected. In 2013, “I went 
in for a brain scan — something 
I now had to do regularly.” (For 
suggested yearly exams, see 
sidebar.) Two more scary opera¬ 
tions followed, leaving her with 
a nasty scar and fears that she 
would never fully recover. 

SAVING LIVES 

She’s now back at “100 per¬ 
cent” — and she’s on a mission 
to help others. “Emilia went 
through hell,” a source says of 
the 32-year-old, who established 
Same You, a charity to provide 
treatment for brain trauma sur¬ 
vivors. “She wants them to know 
they’re not alone.” ■
